The Largest of Her Prizes the Clan 
McTavish, with Cargo of Meat. 


Of the seven veasels captured by the 
Miwe the finest was the Clan McTavish 
of the. Clan Line of Glasgow, which was 
built in 1913. She was of 5,816 gross 
tonnage and 450 feet long, 57 feet beam, 
and 26 feet 8 inches depth of hold, Ac- 
cording to the maritime -records the 
Clan McTavish, commanded by Captain 
W. N. Oliver, left Fremantle, Australia, 
on Dec. 7 via the Cape of Good Hope 
for London With a cargo of frozen beef 
and mutton. It was this steamer, it 
ig said, that carried the large cargo of 
provisions which was transferred to the 
Miwe, 

The Farringford was a_ British 
freighter of 3,146 gross tonnage, built in 
Sunderland in 1896 and owned ‘by the

SALONIKI, Feb. 1, (Dispatch to The 
London Daily Chronicle.)—During the 
night a Zeppelin dropped twenty-four 
bombs in and*around Saloniki.

But Navy Is Anxious te etait 
‘Two Years’ Supply of Nitrate 
in Case of Emergency. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—A sufficient 
supply of ammunition is on hand, Rear 
Admiral Strauss; Chief of Ordnance” of 
the Navy, told the House Naval Gom- 
mittee to-day, to equip all ships in ‘com- 
mission, ‘reserve, or already construtt- 
ed. The supply for ships ander con- 
struction or authorized, however, is not 
adequa For’ present ships, Admital : 
Strauss said, an ample reserve supply 
also had been accumulated, , 

The committee went into executive ses- 
sion for the first time during its con- 
sideration of the navy bill to get actual 
figures-on ammunition which Admiral 
Strauss declined to reveal publicly. 

Admiral Strauss said every American 
ship weal ‘tthe California class carried 672,- 
000 pom powder in peace or war, 
but he, declined to state in open session 
the number rounds per gun that 
amount represented. He «also refused to 
disclose what information the navy had 
ag to the amount of ammunition used 
up by Belligerent ships during the prea- 
ent war in fighting. 

During the open hearings it-developed 
that the Navy Department hoped to 
obtain appropriations andes whi it 
could store more than 10,000 tons of 
sodium nitrate, or a two ae Fe « ly. 
for the manufacture of na whales 
as a reserve against the possi alty of 
war in which the United States rot 8 
be cut cff from Chile. Because of the 
lack of ocean carriers at anything but 
exorbitant ‘freight rates, also, fi is 
planned to bring some of the nitrate to 
this country in naval vessels.

YOUNG TEIPER HOME 


UNDER POLICE GUARD : 


Questioned for Four ‘Hours Re- 
garding the Murder of His 
Mother and Brother. 


HIS FINGER PRINTS TAKEN 


District Attorney Says He Signed a 
Statement, but Refuses to Tell 
What It Contained. 


Special to The New York Times, 

BUFFALO, Feb. 1—John~ Edward 
Teiper; youngest son of Mrs. Agnes 
Teiper and brother of Fred Teiper, who 
were murdered in a lonely spot on the 
Orchard Park. Road late Sunday night, 
is still in the custody of the police. For 
four hours this afternoon the young 
man was examined by District Attorney 
Dudley, Sheriff Stengel, and Police In- 
spector Girvin, and although it was not 
revealed what young Teiper had to say 
a guard was placed over him when he 
returned tonight to the home of. his 
father-in-law, Alton “H. Newton, a 
wealthy lumberman inthis city. 

Teiper was brought to Police Head- 
quarters about 1 o'clock this afternoon 
and found the officials waiting for him. 
Joseph Whitwell, the finger-print ex- 
pert of the local police bureau, was 
called into the room and from time to 
time detectives entered with bloody 
clothing and weapons found at the 
scene of the murder. 

After young Teiper left Police Head- 

quarters the District Attorney said that 
Teiper had signed a statement, but he 
refused to say what it contained or 
wer effect it would shave in clearing 
the mystery surrounding the murder 
ce s mother and brother. 
‘Mr. Teiper has been turned over te 
the custody of the Sheriff pending fur- 
ther investigation of this crime,” said 
Mr. Dudley. I cannot say what to- 
morrow ‘will bring forth. I cannot say 
at this time what Mr. Teiper said during 
his examination today.” 

Teiper was haggard and pale when his 
examination was over. But for the in- 
terference. of powerful friends his exam- 
ination might have continued longer. 
Edward R. O’Malley, former State At- 
torney General, was called into the case 
today by George A. Lewis, attorney for 
the Teiper family. Mr. O'Malley ar- 
rived at police headquarters this ‘after- 
noon and demanded entrance to’ the 
room where the exaynination of Teiper 
was being conducted. There was no re- 
sponse to his, knock at the door and his 
calls for the Sheriff were ignored . 

After waiting for an hour, Mr. O'M

MRS. MOHR'S wapeies ALL IN. 


Counsel for Negro Defendants Ex- 
peeted to Complete Their 
‘Case Today.

- PROVIDENCE, . Feb. 1.-The presenta- 

tion of. evidence in the defense of ‘Mrs, 
‘Elizabeth F. Mohr, who is being. tried 
here for instigating the mufder of ‘her 
} husband, Dr... Charles Franklin Mohr, 
was completed this morning. William 
e}H. Lewis, counsel for Victor Brown and 
Henry Spellman, the two’ negroes 
charged with the actual ‘murder, oceu- 
pied the remainder of the day with wit- 
nesses for his clients. 

John J. Fitzgerald,-of counsel for Mrs. 
Mohr, announced the close of his part of 
the defense after four witnesses ~had 
been heard. Miss Amy N. Nye, a trained 
nurse’ who lived with Mrs. :Mohr,> testi- 
fied that when Mrs. Mohr received the 
news of the shooting of her husband she 
manifested genuine grief. 

George Healis, Dr. Mohr’s negro 
chauffeur, who ,testified for the prosecu- 
tion that’ Mrs. Mohr promised him $2,000 
to stop Dr. Mohr's automobile so that 
Brown and Spellman could shoot the 
doctor and Miss Emily G. Burger,’ was 
contradicted by James J. Cronin, a po- 
liceman of Warren, R. I., who said: that 
Healis told him that if he had known 
there was to be shooting, he would not 
have. participated in the Crime. “ 

The Rev. William McNamara, a Ro- 

man Catholic priest, testified that, when 
ne, asked Healis if Mrs. Mohr tad any- 
thfng to-do with the shooting, the negro 
replied: ‘‘ I don’t know. Ste never said 
apything to me‘about it.’ 

Mr. Lewis brought the first surprise of 
the day in Dr. Otto A. Faust, an interne 
of the Rhode Island Hospital, where Dr. 
Mohr was taken after the shooting. Dr: 
Faust said that he examined Dr. Mohr's 
wounds. Reading from the report pre- 
pared by him at the time, he testified 
that one bullet entered the back of the 
skull, and the other entered the chest, 
coming out through the back, indicating 
that Dr. Mohr had been shot from. in 
‘front as well as from: behind 

This evidence was in support of Mr. 
Lewis’s theory that Healis himself shot 
Dr.* Mohr, “and contradicted the testi- 
mony of Dr. C. H. Griffin, Medical Ex-

A fact in consonancé with the claim 
that Néw York is now the city of largest 
population in thé world has just beén 
brought out by a count of the vehidle 
traffic at thé intersection of Fifth 
Avenue and Forty-second Street. That 
is the busiest highway crossing in the 
whole world, this the ¢otint shows, and 
the figurés are authoritative. 

The work was doné’by the Traffic 
Committee of the Fifth Avenue Associa- 
tiédn. In thé number of vehicles passing 
in @ given hour, evén Charing Cross in 
London, where Kipling said if a man 
waited long enough he would méét any 
oné in the world, has to retire before 
this new traffic péak. 

J. Bernstein, a traffic é¢nginéer who 
madé the count under the direction of 
A. H. Ball, Chairman of the Traffic 
Committee, said on that point: 

“ Betweén 3:30 and 4:30 in the after-— 
hoon wé courted, going south, 1,149 
vehicles, which for a street of the 
rélative width of Fifth Avenué is a 
néw world record. I Have looked up the 
stitistics. For London, 900 in the Strand 
is their top figure, and in Paris the 
record is 600 in an hour, along the 
Boulevard dés Capucinfs.” 

Other important facts brought out by 
the count were: 

Ninety-two pér cent. of the vehicles in 
Fifth Avenue are now motor-propelled. 
The horse, and his power, have dwindled 
te a mere 8 per cent. 

In three years, when thé last count was 
made by the association, the vehicle traffic 
shows an increase of 25 per cent. 

Thirty per cent. of the passenger ve- 
hicle traftic in Forty-second Street turns 
into Fifth Avenue, showing that the traf- 
fic policemen at that corner can give by 
far thé greater part of their attention to 
thé movement up and down the avenue. 

The passage of commercial vehicles along 
Fifth Avénue at this intersection has been 
reduced to a low point. The peak of these 
was, in one eas ninety-four between 
8:30 and 9:30 A. M. 

The pasncneer vehicle traffic at this 
crossing is twice as great in Fifth Avenue 
as it is in Forty-secénd Street. 

The covnt was made between 8:30 
and 6:30 on a cloudy day, with the pave-

Mr. CAtvin ToMKINS suggests that 
@ west side marginal railway serving 
all railways would be preferable to 
one serving the New.

WAR GONE STALE. 

News that “favorable weather con- 
“ditions have brought about a re- 
“vival of hostilities along the entire 
“western front” leaves one vaguely 
uninterested. It is too much like any 
other weather’ réport. The ensuing 
phrases evoke no pictures.. One knows 
them all by heart. Trenches will 
lave been taken and lost again, here 
and there; hand-to-hand fighting 
with grenades will have occurred. 
Tomorrow the. weather may be un- 
favorable. But for once it isn’t. 
Weather favoring, the fighting con- 
tinues until the Germans have cap- 
tufed a position nearly 4,000 yards long 
and 1,000 yards deep, taking 1,287 


The next day it is fossy and opera- 
tions lag. 

Tt is a detail, a microscopic bit of 
cross-section. What has been accom- 
plished is of no impértance. It can- 
not be in any remote sense related to 
the outcome of, the: war. For thig 
Pkind of fighting | ‘piirdes: “were in- 
wented while it seemed nécessary still 
to keep up an interest in It. It was 
a “war of usury,” a French phrase, 


the power to make a. picture. 
think’ of ‘war.in pictures. The Eng- 
lish called it a “war of attrition,” a 
less ‘expressive locution; meaning al- 
most the ‘same thing. Both served 
and wore out, and now there are 
neither pictures nor phrases. 

Nothing could ever have been at 
once so ghastly, so futile, and so ut- 
terly dreary as this trench fighting, 
by which war tends to stalemate it- 
self. Talk of “ breaking through” is 
not so confident as once it was. Since 
the tremendous allied offensive last 
Autumn, which. cost a terrific price 
iff men and guns and ammunition, 
and hardly moved the line enough to 
make a change perceptible on the 
war maps, the idea of smashing the 
line has somehow flattened out. 
There are military men on'‘both sides 
who say it can be done. Some English 
critics keep onsaying the war will have 
to be won on the western front, which 
means, of course, to ‘smash the Ger- 
man line. There are German experts 
who say, “ We can get through when 
we are ready to pay the price.” But 
the cost of really trying is very much 
greater than was counted on at first. 

The weather staying nice, suppose 
the Germans, attacking near Somme; 
instead of stopping with 4,000 yards 
of trenches, 1,000 yards. deep, had 
broken the French line*so as to have 
been ‘able actually to ‘penetrate it. 
What would they have done? It re- 
minds one of the dog that chased the 
train. What would he do if he caught 
it? No attacking force of a few thou- 
sand men, having penetrated the op- 
posing line, would dare to go through. 
It has to choose between going back 
or stopping there, holding at reversed 
odds the little wedge or “ saHent” cre- 
ated by its forward lunge. . A salient 
is the. convex of what happens when 
one line by special pressure at a sin- 
gle point is thrust forward; the 
position on the other side is concave. 

To break the line in any vital sense 
of military achievement now means 
not’ to: poke a’ hole through, but to 
miake a breach so large! that two 
armies may go forward and divide, 
rolling up the enemy right and Jeft 
simultaneously.

Mr. JosEPH CONRAD has béen ‘the 
subject of much énthusiastic “ap. 
preciation.’? Critical articles and 
pooks about him pullulate. But con- 
servative readers have hot allowed 
themselves to yield to their own pre- 
possessions or to be swayéd by the 
zeal of his admirers. The final stamp 
had not been set on his literary 
genius. All-judging Kansas, the 
Brains: Belt, had’ not spoken. . What 
would the State of WILLIAM ALLEN 
Whitt, of: Hows of Potato Hill, de- 
cide as to the merits or demerits of 
the author of ‘Lord Jim”... and 
‘““Chance’’? The Monday Study Club 
of Sabetha gives the first response. 

A member ‘of the club, which has 
been dévoting the Winter to the study 
of CosSRAD, declares that “JosePrn 
“.ConrRaD..is peculiarly a ‘highbrow’ 
“literary Wero.’’ One part of the 
qualifications of such a hero is that 
“no oné should be able to understand 
him.” ‘‘Of course you know ’’—many 
of us don’t know—that he .“‘is a Rus- 
sian.” The Sunflower Sainte-Beuve 
goes on with the fresh, airy sweep 
of a Kansas zephyr: 


You don’t know it any more than I 
did when I began my reséarches on 
him, but you are supposéd to know jit, 
so I will not be presumptuous enough 
to offer the information. And, of 
course, you know that his name is 
JoserPH ConraD Korzentowski. In a 
chib yell this name would be given 
Core-zen-wow-skee with the accent on 
the ‘“‘ wow.’’ Ending on “‘skee,”’ it 
would go nicely in the yell with ‘‘ Who 
are we?”’ 


A “yell” is the ultimate vent and 
expression of the passionate, roman- 
tic, ever-youthful heart of Kansas. 
Having heard it, let us listen rev- 
erently to the Sabethan view of the 
Lord of the Isles, so to speak: 


His place in literature is detached 

and aloof. I know because I have been 
reading his books. His stories are so 
detached that I had a constant head- 
ache trying to find out what the peo-— 
ple in the book were doing and so aloof 
that I needed a new introduction to a 
character every time he reappeared on 
the: scene. 
- Taking it all in all, by and large, 
I- would catl JosepH Conrad a literary 
cubist... Every one who likes to study 
puzzle pictures and find cats and dogs 
and people upside down in trees and 
things should by all means read 
JostrH Connap. 


If this judgment seems personal, 
Kansas is the most personal and sub- 
jective of States. Her neglect to pro- 
vide herself with ‘seacoast impairs 
‘her capacity to understand the sailor 
novelist, wanderer in mysterious, en- 
chanted regions so unlike Topeka and 
Emporia, and therefore objectionable: 


Josrrn Conrapd is so- deep that after 
you read one sentence you-have enough 
to think about for the rest ofthe day. 
Then added to that in Congap’s stories 

. you have ship talk which is an entirely 
foreign tongue to the Kansas language. 
So between the sea language and Con- 
rap’s long sentences you have to read a 
book and then have a literary critic 
tell you what it is about. 


Can’t Conrap be translated into 
that admirable “ Kansas language”? 
“After. reading his books,” says 
Sabetha, **T am inclined to the belief 
“that his writings are really in 
“ French.” In short, Mr. ConRAD Meets 
‘at the hands of the ruthless Sabethan 
with about as severe judgment and 
summary . execution as Lord Jim 
at the hands of the old heathen chief 
whose son had been killed by the 
former’s policy of pacifism. We are 
sorry for Mr. Conran, but as between 
his so much admired writings and 
such local masterpieces as Capper’s 
Weekly, who could doubt the choice 
of Sabetha?:

to the root of the matter?. It is not 
native birth, or naturalization, or “‘ first 
papers °’; it is not the huddling, hurried, 
squalid processes by .which: the United 
States gives political rights and equality 
to aliens; it is. not the renuncia~ 
tion of foreign, allegiance and the oath 
of allegiance to the United States ‘that 
make a man an Americar’ and Ameri- 
cancitizen, save formallyand technically. 
It is the underlying intention and spirit. 
It is the putting away of alien aims, the 
identification of the mind and heart of 
the citizen, native or naturalized, or 
proposing. to be naturalized, with the 
purpose, the hopes, the patriotism of 
the United States. 

To old memories, relationships, ties of 
kin and descent across the water, he is 
entitled to give whatever of affection 
or lingering regard his nature prompts 
him, but. only on. condition that they 
never, if occasion arises, lead him away 
from his undivided, primary duty to the 
United States. His outlook on affairs 
here arid abroad must be American. He 
must judge policies and events as an 
American, from the American point of 
view, undimmed by old lUkings or re- 
séentments oversea. 

Too many native, too many natural- 
ized citizens,. have shdwn themselves to 
be aliens at heart, aliens in word “and 
act, since the war began. There are 
such men in Congress. Actual American 
citizenship is no. guarantee that the 
possessor feels, talks, or acts as an 
American. It has been too often the 
badge of an unreclaimed foréigner, 
whosé real allegiance is to another coun- 
try. 


The Forms : 


Here is the case of the 
mule. ._ At first it seems 
of the only interesting; it may 

be very serious. Accord- 
Mule. ing to the statistics of 
the Department of Agriculture, published 
in the Monthly Crop Report, mule prices 
have been falling steadily. Every one 
would suppose it had been just the other 
way. The war’s demand for mules has 
been enormous, and what war requires 
has a way of going up rapidly in price. 
But the average farm value of an Ameri- 
can mule on Jan. 1, 1916, was only 
$113.87, 4s against $124.31 on Jan. 1, 
1913, before there was any thought of 
war. There aré several trial explana- 
tions. One is that the extraordinary 
demand for mules arising from the war 
does not offset the much more ex- 
traordinary displacement of mules from 
civil employment by farm tractors, motor 
trucks, and automobiles generally. That 
is not very convincing. The economic 
decline of the mule ought to have been 
taking place very gradually for a num- 
ber of years, and the war might have 
been expected at least to interrupt it. 
Another explanation is that as the hu- 
man race rises in pride and self-con- 
sciousness mule driving is more and 
more left to a class of beings that does 
not exist; but this, like the effect imag- 
ined in the other explanation, would 
have been a slow moving calamity, very 
apt. to be -retarded: perceptibly by the 
war. 

Still a third explanation is that the 
mule buyers from Europe picked out 
the very cream of the mule crop, leav- 
ing the scrub stock, which, of course, 
the agents of the Department of Agri- 
culture would have had to inventory at 
a lower farm value. That, if tryée, would 
be a very serious matter; it is 
probably only somewhat true. There 
is still the hope that the decline in the 
value of the mule is only a statistical 
phenomenon and not to be taken too 
much to heart. If, as even the econo- 
mists may now agree, there is no such 
thing as an “average’’ person outside 
of statistics, it must be obvious that 
there is no such thing as the Govern- 
ment’s “‘ average ’’ mule of ‘all ages,” 
on which the statistical calculation rests. 
1f there is no ‘*‘ average’’ mule there is 
no *‘ average’’ price for an “‘ average’’ 
mule, and the rest need cause us no 
anxiety, because statistics ave terrible 


only so long as you believe they are true.

To the Bditor of Thé New York Times: | 
According to the venerable “injunction: 
that we are to chastise those whom 
we love, I have at: various times en- 
deavored to exhibit my affection for 
THE NEw York Timms by co ting the

were conveyed by it to its . readers. 
THE Times, with the negligence that is 
characteristic of strength, has always 
taken these corrections in good part, 
and it is but fair that when the tables 
are turned I should acquiesce with 
equally good gracé. | 
But béfore doing so permit me once 
again’ to call your attention to a quite 
erroneous impression of. my address 
which is. inadvertently suggested by 
your editorial of yesterday. In this. you 
say. that ‘‘ Dr..Adler. expressed a high 
opinion of German morality and a very 
low opinion ‘of. the morality of Ameri- 
can. newspapers.’’. The antithesis is 
pointed ard interesting, but it is yours, 
not mine. » Let me set the matter right. 
I .tried to show that the remarkable 
solidarity of the belligerent nations with 
their respective. Governments is due, not 
to the dearth of Jiberal sentiment, or to 
the general actéptance of the horrible 
doctrine that might makes right, but 
to the belief iti every country—England, 
France, Russia, as. well-as Germany— 
that the nation must fight for its very 
existence. Thé disappearance of liberal- 
ism‘in Germany, for instance, I said, is 
temporary. The 3,000,000 Socialist vot- 
ers have not been effaced. We may de- 
pend on the moral force fhat remains 
intact among the people to veto an ag- 
gtessive war against the United States. 
You will easily perceive that this is a 
very different matter from extolling the 
morality of the German people, with the 
possible implication of its being, supe- | 


‘rior to that of the;other nations. 


As to_the remark about the newspa- 
pers, it was made in the course of a re- 
ply to Mr. Brooks Adams's article in the 
January number of The Yale Review: 
In this article the author, favoring com- 
pulsory military service, maintains that 
the individual may be, and indeed of 
right should be, coerced to sacrifice him- 
self for the preservation and power of 
the nation. I expressed a serious mis- 
giving whether it would be safe in our 
democracy, as at present developed, to 
allow the majority to exercise such ex- 
tensive power over the life and interests 
of the individual. On the ground that 
the majority often does not, as a matter 
of fact, represent the public reason; on 
the ground that the majority. may act on 
impulse, that it is apt to be led astray 
by fascinating personaltiés, and that 
public opinion, so far as determined by 
the newspapers, is itself, in some cases 
at least, made in counting houses, 

Having thus sét the statement to 
which you take exception in its proper 
context, I withdraw it. Not because I 
believe it to be untrue, but because I 
agree with you that no one should 
make a public statement of this kind 
without being prepared to submit for 
scrutiny the grounds on which he rests 
it. In a large addréss on militarism I 
certainly coulg@ not undertake to do this. 
It should therefore have béen omitted. 
I cannot do so now without devoting 
more time to it than I can possibly af- 
ford. I shall hope, however, to return 
to the subject on a future occasion, and 
then I shall try to do full justice to the 
great qualities as well as the large de- 


tects, as I see them, of the American 
press. r 

The upshot of it, then, is: I am afraid 
_I cannot help continuing ‘to believe that 
‘what I said is true. I admit the right. 
fulness of your rebuke, so far as 
Te apse statement is concerned of thie a 
ief at a time and under circumstances 
when it could not be adequately ‘sus- 
tained. In this sense and to this extent 
I recant. 

As for changing the name of. the Goci- 
ety for Ethical Culture, which you s 
gest as a possible alternative, I could 
not do that in any same The society is 
an organization of upward of a thousand 
members, and the name: belongs to it, 
and is not mine to alter. At most they 
might vote me unworthy of continuing to 
be their representative.

The militia: of the State 
becomés -national militia only at the 
outbreak of (war or other disorder of 
national import. 

These considerations seem to nullify 
“the value of the militia as a national 
military asset, certainly as material 
from which -first-line troops can be de- 
| rived, and to establish the clause in the 
Constitution which empowers Congress 
‘to raise and support armies’ as the 
only safe authority on which legislation 
providing adequate military prepared- 
‘ness can be based. A general recogni- 
tion of this fact would dispel the con- 
fusion of views which now exists.

The reading of Mr. Nichols’s letter in this 
motning’s Timms, on ‘‘ The Kansas Spirit,” 
brings me, as an old Kansan, up with a 
sharp halt. What a pity it is that expres- 
sions of this sort can bring shame and hu- 
miliation upon every son of the State, and 
discrédit upon, the State itself. 

Here, when the nation is facing the great- 
est crisis since the Revolution, and all the 
States are being urged to a concerted action 
in behalf of our national safety and future 
existence, Mr. Nichols would have people 
believe that Kansas, my native State, is 
content in her smug prosperity to sit back 
and let the other States work it out the 
best way they can. 

Mr. Nichols would give the impression that 
Kansas is too selfish, too narrow, too self- 
sufficient to be very much concerned about 
the welfare of her sister Statés, particu- 
larly the Hast, though he intimates that if 
it came to war he and ‘his friends would 
help., All this meang after New York and 
some of our other coast cities were already 
taken, nine to one, or, in other words, it 
means that his help would have arrived too 
late. 

If Mr. Nichols means to say that the real 
people of Kansas are not for preparedness 
and are not willing to bear their part toward 
national life imeurance, then they are a 
totally different lot of people from what 
they were when I lived among them. It is 
true that there is a certain element there 
which, I am sorry te admit, reasons some- 
thing like this, (incidentally, this may be 
the element that Mr. Nichols represents:) 

**I worked for what I got; I own my au- 
tomobile and it is paid for. The Hast has no 
strings on me. Wall Street and New York 
are made up of a set of robbers, anyhow. 
We are independent and perfectly secure 
from any attack. Why should we be con- 
cerned with national defenses? Let the rich 
people in the Bast take care of it them- 
selves,’’ &c. 

Fine logic! Splendid Americari manhood, 
this! Thank goodness, there qren’ t many of 
this calibre out there, The few that are do 
not any more represent the fine, red-blooded 
Kansas type that I know than a grotesque 
gnome represents an immaculate Apollo. 

Kansas came to the front promptly and 
gSenerously to assist the Belgians: Kansas 
is going to come to the front just as gra- 
clously and as promptly when Congress 
deals with that solemn question which 
sobers us all as we reflect upon it—the ques- 
tion of ‘“‘to be or not to be.’ Let me say 
now, do not be disturbéd by such opinions 
as expressed by Mr. Nichols; wait till the 
acid test comes in Congress—then watch 
Kansas.

Many Letters Read, and R. W. De 
Forest, E. T. Devine, and Otto 
T. Bannard Make Addresses. 


Robert W. de Forest, President of the 
Charity Organization Society, presided 
yesterday afternoon at’ a+ memorial 
meeting to .Mrs. Louise F.. Ford, for 
twenty years a worker in the society, 
in the Assembly Hall of the United 
Charities Building, Twenty-second 
Street and Fourth Avenue.

Extracts from many let- 
ters of appreciation of Mrs. Ford were 
read by Edward T. Divine, Secretary of 
the society, but none was more. inter- 
esting than one from a boy. 

““You will not remember me,’’ he 
wrote. ‘‘ I was office boy in the society 
for six months, but. now, through Mrs. 
Ford's interest, I have come to.an agri- 
cultural college, and I hope that I shall 
become what she wished me to be.’’ 

Other letters were from officers of the 
Charity Organization Society and -simi- 
lar bodies and private citizens. Miss 
Lillian Wald of the Nurses’ Settlemént 
and Miss Mary Wadleigh of Bellevue 
Hospital sent letters... Mrs...Lucy Bain-

Tract 
Society, was one of the speakers. 

.** We can. learn a lesson from this 
beautiful life,"’ said Mrs. Bainbridge. 

‘First, she gave her bést—the greatest 
thing in the world—love; secondly, what 
she had to give she had ready tabu- | 
lated, to give on the instant that it was 
demanded ; and, thirdly, she regarded 
the people who came to her not as 
cases but as human bodies with souls in 
them.
